The Muslims believe in all the Prophets and in all 
the Scriptures ; but they affirm that the current 
copies of the Scriptures both the Old. Testament and 
the New Testament have undergone changes and 
their text has been altered by their followers to suit 
their own purposes. A comparative study of the 
Holy Quran and the Modern Bible will corroborate 
the assertion that the Bible is generally not what 
was revealed to the Prophets. On the other hand 
the Holy Quran is perfectly the same as was revealed 
to Muhammad (peace be upon him), the last Prophet 
of Allah, and not a single syallable has undergone 
any alteration whatsoever. 

Allah has uncquivocall declared in the Holy Quran : 
“Lo ! We, even We, reveal the Quran, and lo ! We ' 
verily are its Guardian.’ (9-Al-Hijr) 
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THE AUTHENTICITY OF THE BIBLE 

All the current editions of the Bible are mostly man- 
made and as such cannot be accepted as revealed. 

Do you know ? 

(1) It took more than 1000 years to write this Holy 
Book. For over a century after Christ there was no Gospel. 

(2) It has been revised many times to suit the edicts 
of times. The first translation of the Bible was made into 
English by Tyndale in 1525. The 2nd translation was done 
by Coverdale in 1535. The third translation known as 
‘Great Bible Translation’ was done in 1539 and the 4th 
one was made in 1540. The fifth called “The Geneva 
Bible” was translated in 1560. The sixth translation or 
the “Bishop Bible” was done by Bishop Parker. 

(3) When king James of England came to throne in 
1603, the authenticity of the Bishop’s Bible was questioned 
as it was full of geographical, historical and factual mis- 
takes. King James appointed a body of 47 scholars to 
removd the errors of the Bishop’s Bible. They translated 
{he whole Bible and published it in 1611. It was called 
the Authorised Version of the Holy Bible. 

(4) It is said that the King James’ Authorised version 
contained .about 20,000 errors. This Bible was considered 
as authentic for 259 years. In 1870 a Committee was 
appointed to remove mistakes. In June 1884 the work 
of re-writing was finished and it was called the Revised 
version. 

(5) In 1901 the Americans published their own Bible. 
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By 1931 ' more older Md authentic Greek manuscripts 
had been discovered and it . was found that the existing 
Bible also had still many errors. So the Bible was again 
revised and rewritten by a Committee of 32 scholars 
They were allowed to make “Genuine” alterations if 
accepted by 2/3rd or the total membership' of the Com- 
mtltce. This -genuine and authentic” Work was accepted" 
and “appreciated” by the National Council of the 
Churches of Christ 
Standard Version. 


It was published in 1952 as Revised 


(6) The Protestants and the Roman Catholics have 
different and separate Bibles of their own. The Roman 

Catholic Bible contains 72 books, whereas the Protestants 

Bible has only 66 books. 

The present edition of the Old Testament consists of 
39 Books. Originally there were 56 Books, 17 of which 
have been expunged and made untraceablc. 

(7) The Chapter 34 of Deutronmy describes author’s 
(Moses) death, his tomb, his burial and his age being 120 
years. It speaks of the Jews mourning for 30 days after 
the death of Moses. 


Evidently affairs after the death of Moses could not be 
the subject matter revealed to Moses. Hence these facts 
belie that these books were -.revealed to Moses and thus 
confirm that they were written after his death.

The Trinity is the term employed to signify the 

central doctrine of the Christian religion “The 

Father is God and the son is God and the Holy Spirit 
is God, and yet there are not three Gods, but one 
God’. ..The Persons are co-eternal and co-equal : *11 alike 
are uncreated and omnipotent”. (Says the Catholic 
Encyclopaedia). 

The term “trinity” is not found in the Bible : and 
first toward the end of the second century did it creep 
into ecclesiastical writings. It became the chief doctrine 
of the newly adopted state religion at the council of Nice 
A.D. 325, when its presiding officer, the pagan emperor 
Constantine, championed it. 

And when he (Jesus) thus prayed to this Father was he 
talking to himself? "Christ pleased not himself,” But 
he did please God. If Christ is also God then Christ did 
please himself. He told the Devil that he fould worship 
only the true God, Jehvoah. Did he engage in worshiping 
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himself? - Matthew 4 : 10 : 26 : 39 : Romans 15 : 3 : 
Hebrews 5: 8. 

And what about the holy spirit (“Ghost”)? Can a 
person be poured out on others ? Can people be baptized 
with a person ? And if he is equal with the Father and 
the son, why so little mention of him ?

The Rev. Dr. A.B. Bruce, D. D., in his article on 
‘Jesus in the Encyclopaedia Biblica, points out that, while 
in the Gospel of St. Luke, Jesus is called ‘the Lord’ about 
a dozen times, the earlier Gospels of St. Matthew and 
St. Mark refer to him simply as ‘Jesus’ ‘—a fact which 
seems to indicate the gradual evolution .of the belief in 
His divinity.” 

“The celebrated text of three witnesses (John, I. V. 
7)”, says John Davenport, “which is the foundation of 
the’ doctrine of the Trinity, has been proved, by the 
labours of Newton, Gibbon, Person and others 'to have 
been an interpolation ; and Calmett himself acknowledges 
that this verse is not found in any ancient copy of the 
Bible, Jesus taught the belief in One God, Paul, with 
the Apostle John, who was a Platonist, despoiled Christ s 
religion of all its unity and simplicity, by introducing the 
incomprehensive Trinity of Plato or Triad of the East and 
also by defying two of God’s attributes, namely, His 
Holy Spirit or the Agion Pneuma Plato and His Diving

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Intelligence, called by Plato the Logoos (Word), and 
applied under this from to (John)” Mohammed and 
Koran pp. 74, 75, foot-note). 

The Ordeal of Western Religion 

“The Missionary no longer stands by himself ; he 
blends into the background formed by Western statecraft. 
He is seen in Asia and Africa as an . integral part of the 
imperialistic advance of the western state. Sometimes he 
has been the unwilling dupe of the statecraft, as in the 
case of those missionaries whose deaths have been made 
the pretext for territorial demands. The origin of the 
‘Shantung’ which nearly wrecked the Paris Peace 

Conference is a case in point. Sometimes he has been 
the conscious agent of western aggression, as in the 
feverish attempts of Dr. Peter Parker, honoured as the 
pioneer medical missionary in China, to induce the United 
Sfates to annex the island of Forraos-alla, of course, as a 
prelude to the Christianisation of the Formosans.’ {The 
Forum, January , 1933).

The 
fact cannot be gainsaid that it was Islam and Islam alone 
which Toused the world from its death-like sleep in the 
seventh century, which raised the Arabs as well as the 
non-Arabs to the highest pinnacle of glory in all realms of 
human activity, religious, moral, social, and intellectual 
and which ultimately brought Europe out of the darkness of 
the semi-barbarism of Middle Ages and taught her science 
and philosophy and inaugurated the Renaissance.” 

“Again, to conclude from the success which western 
ideals have gained in certain Muslim quarters that Islam 
is a ‘spent force’ would be nothing less than self-deception 
and miscalculation of the dynamic forces of Islam. 
This is recognised and admitted by all, except the over- 
zealous and ill-meaning Christian missionaries who have 
to deny it to keep Iheir business going.” 
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We de know that society in the Christian world, is 
divided into the laity and the clergy. This marked the 
onset of further divisons. The Clergy enjoyed certain 
privileges which differentiated them from the laymen. In 
Islam, no Muslim by virtue of being an Imam or a leader 
of the community, or the head of State, can claim 
‘ superiority over another Muslim. Man has to realize 
that he has to reconstruct his ideas. He has to reaffirm the 
message of fraternity with a fervour and vigour greater and 
more intense than ever before The rights and privileges of 
everyman have to be respected, ‘hen only will 
mankind preserve its soul, and its’ dignity its happiness. 
It is only Islam, that is capable of removing the crushing 
burden of racial exclusiveness, race consciousness, an 
other superiority complexes of partiality, of intolerance 
. towards', of enslavement of people who do not belong tp 
* one's race or country. It is not merely the message of 
moral fraternity, of the equality of souls, of social justice, 
of charity towards all, of protecting the weak and the 
oppressed, that is required, for this is common to all 
religious systems. What is needed is their know-howto 
practise them, and that is what makes Islam a living, 
reality. We Muslims are equal, we are brought up free of 
racial bias, and Muslims every-where treat one another as 
brothers and sisters, irrespective of skin, colour, nationality 
or social class. No religion in the world other than Islam 
which enunciates, .the, truth of “Equality for all" possesses 
the ways to change, and transform sociecties into true 

fraternities. , . ... 

To emphasise this point, let us recall an incident ip 
Egypt in 640 CE. When the Muslim conquers. 'sent . a 


deputation of their ablest men to discuss the terms of the 
surrender of the capital of Egypt, headed by a Negro 
whose name was Ubadah, the Archbishop Cyrus exclaimed. 
“Take away that black man, I have no discussion with 
him v To his utter astonsishmeot, the Archbishop was told 
that this black man had been comissioned by Amur Ibn- 
1--As, the Commander of the Muslim Army, and that 
Muslims held negroes and white man in equal respect, and 
that they judged a man by his character, and not by his 
colour. The prelate replied “Well, if the Negro must 
lead, then he must speak." to avoid embarrassment before 
his friends. The reply of Ubadah depicts the spirit of 
Islam. He said “There are a thousand blacks as black as 
myself amongst the companion of our commander, they 
and I would be ready to meet and fight a hundred enemies t 
tegether. We fight for God, and follow His will, j 
we care not for wealth. The world is naught to us, the^|' 
next world is all." - i|. 

This was 1400 years ago. Seemingly, the attitude of | 
Cyrus of Egypt still prevails today. Racial hatred and ; , 
racial persecution is increasing alarmingly in intensity, and , 
could split mankind into two gigantic warring factions. I 
But, given the chance, Islam with its equitable social 
structure, which ensures justice and fair play for all 
people, can lead the world in its quest for a happy united 
mankind.
